Before 
the Bfaniff Nashville . people allowed anyone on the plane, they went onto it it, gpeke to 
the crew and arranged, the back rear set for Floyd and me, with the deats in front empty 
do they could fold them down and I could keep my legs, raised. They even entered me 
through the .read ramp of the 727 so I'd not have the length of the plane to walk. At Say 
National they had a Hheelchair waiting at the boon of the plane's ramp. Only problem 

turns out to be a plus more than a minus. We had luggage and I had some of it on my 

lap. While Floyd was getting his van a piece fell off and, naturally, hit the most 
swollen part of the left instep. The bleeding was slight and there was no clotting 
problem. . While. Flody was getting the van I phoned the doctor and JL, who apparently 
thought I was still in Nashville or nil misunderstood him. I'd tried to phone the doctor 
from Nashville ana got no answer. In DOi I learned it was because the clinic had to be 
emptied over a bomb scare. I saw the doctor,, he says it is because I've been on the 
foot .too much(he has told me to use it to the paint of -strong pain), he increased the 
ieunretic from thrice weekly to daily and told me to walk around some but keep the 
foot elevated. Making this uncomfortable. When I hasked me my immediate plans I told 
him I'd decided to cnacel an appearance on the steps of the Capitol Saturday but without 
his objection would go ahead with once scheduled for Monday night, after I see him 
rl bnday afternoon, if necessary with a wheelchair for the longer walks. Hez agreed.
